“ For years, we in the United

SAIGON (U P I)—Troops from 
a new North Vietnamese threat 
in 
the 
Central 
Highlands 
attacked a U.S. artillery base in 
what m ilitary spokesmen de­ 
scribed today as a test of the 
outpost’s defenses. 
For three hours beginning at 
noon Friday, the 
Communist 
soldiers 
fired 
bazookas 
and 
machine guns into the isolated 
camp but then withdraw under 
pounding from U.S. divebom- 
bers and howitzers. 
Headquarters described it as 
a “ probing attack,” a test to 
find 
the 
camp’s 
weaknesses, 
and reported one American was 
killed. 
No North 
Vietnamese 
bodies were found after the 
fight. 
The camp, called Fire Base 


Kate, is in the string of U.S. 
outposts along the Cambodian 
border that are threatened by 
7,000 
North 
Vietnamese 
who 
recently moved into the area 
from Cambodia. 
U.S. helicopter gunships on 
patrols to find the Communist 
troops caught a group of them 
110 miles northeast of Saigon, 
five miles from Kate, and killed

The probing attack brought 
the 
third successive

fighting or Communist shellings 
in the border region. Farther 
north

highlands,

ambush killed two Americans 
and wounded 13 Friday.

bombers into action, all hitting 
along the Cambodian frontier 
from 64 to 175 miles north of 
the South Vietnamese capital.

The day marks the overthrow 
of Ngo Dinh Diem on Nov. 1, 
1933. He was assassinated by 
the military men who ousted 
him in a coup.

Ta ke-Ho me Pa y Will Jump Under Ta x Refo rm 


WASHINGTON (A P ) 
— The 
take-home pay of America’s 70 
million individual taxpayers will 
take four jumps upward by 1972 
under the latest version of the 
mammoth tax reform bill. 
The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee, ending two months of hear­ 
ings and closed discussions, vot­ 
ed Friday to report the broadest 
tax code revision in the nation’s 
history. 
If its suggestions for cuts up 
and down the entire spectrum of 
income tax rates get past the 
Senate, a conference committee 
with the House and President 
Nixon, they will begin a series 
of tax cuts that could be wmrth 
several hundred dollars a year 
to millions of taxpayers. 
The first will come Jan. 1 
when, according to the Nixon 
administration scenario, the in­ 
come tax surcharge will drop to 
5 per cent from its present 10 
per cent. The second will come 
next June 30. when the 5 per 
cent surtax will expire. 
The third will take place Jan. 
1. 1971, when the first stage of 
the tax rate cut in the bill is ef­ 
fective and the last one year lat­ 
er with a second reduction larg­ 
er than the first.

mixed success in geting its rec­ 
ommendations adopted, Secre­ 
tary David M. Kennedy compli­ 
mented by the committee “ on its 
major contribution to the case 
of tax reform.”

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Palestine Guerrillas 


Tragic as it is that the prime victim 
should be Lebanon, the one country in 
the Arab Mideast that had made a good 
« how of keeping its head while all around 
others had long since lost theirs, there is 
still some poetic justice to be found in 
the rampage of the Palestinian guerrillas. 
For the Arab governments—and not 
rust Lebanon alone—are close to being 
hoist on the petard of their own handling 
of a problem dating back 20 y ears to the 
first Arab-J ewish war. That conflict dis­ 
placed more than a million Arabs from 
their homes in those portions of Pale­ 
stine that became Israel. The 1956 and 
1967 wars have added many more to 
the total. 
But rather than being resettled else­ 
where in the Arab world, for which inter­ 
national assistance would 
be available, 
the greater part of this mass of 
human 
misery has been allowed to 
remain in 
refugee camps, subsisting largely on 
United Nations aid but building nothing 
for the 
future other than hatred 
for 
Israel. 
The camps have kept the Palestinian 
cause alive—and the displaced do have a 
cause—while providing the bases and the 
manpower for the guerrilla groups that 
have proliferated in recent 
y ears. But 
as these have grown stronger and 
more 
active, and with their blows at 
Israel 
gained widening support 
of the Arab 
public, the governments which encour­ 
aged their development have found 
them 
increasingly difficult to control. 
Lebanon economically important 
but 
politically fragile and militarily of no 
consequence, has understandably had 
greatest difficulty in policing its militant 
guests. But J ordan also has had run-ins 


and even Egy pt feels the Palestinian 
pressure, as would more moderate re­ 
gimes in Sy ria and Iraq if such ever 
came to power. 
in short, Palestinian militancy has 
become something like a Frankenstein's 
monster for the Arab governments that 
fostered it. 
In-family squabbling among its ene­ 
mies may give Israel some short-term 
satisfaction, but it only complicates long­ 
term Mideastern prospects. The stronger 
the guerrillas become, the greater their 
ability to block any move of the Arab 
governments toward an eventual settle­ 
ment. 
Direct damage inflicted by the Pale­ 
stinians on Israel also is more than likely 
to continue on the rise. Recent history 
shows that guerrilla movements, once 
sufficiently fired up and organized for a 
long-term struggle are more often than 
not successful in forcing their enemies 
onto the defensive, if not eventually top­ 
pling them. The J ewish ex perience itself 
in the closing day s of the British man­ 
date in Palestine is evidence, as is Al­ 
geria. 
The United States has every reason 
to desire that Lebanon survive its pres­ 
ent trial. But with the U.S. influence vir­ 
tually nil throughout the Arab world, 
there is little than can be done ex cept, 
possibly , urging caution on Israel and 
hoping for the best, as imperfect as that 
may be. 
All in all, the Mideast presents an 
increasingly dismal picture. United Na­ 
tions Secretary -General U Thant warns 
that the region may be in the process of 
spawning a new Hundred Years War. 
Actually , it already seems that long. 
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Stop Bullfighting 


If it weren’t for the writings of Ernest 
Hemingway and the promotions of the 
Spanish government, bullfighting would 
have ended with the Inquisition. 
Since 
both activities employ ed pain and blood­ 
letting (searching for the moment 
of 
truth), one must attack the promoters 
and shield the victims. 
And this is just what Cleveland Am* 
ory has done in the October issue of 
Holiday magazine, 
under the theme, 
**Bullfighting Must Go.” With the maga­ 
zine editorial courage 
and 
Amory s 
powerhouse piece, y ou now believe that 
we just might see the end of this vicious, 
cruel sport. 
Amory notes that the bullfighting fad 
is cooling off in Spain. For one 
thing, 
fhere are 312 bull rings in that country 
and the supply is not keeping up with 
demand. The animals being forced into 
the ring too often are tiny , skinny , fright­ 
ened beasts—hardly the image of a rag­ 
ing “ toro” that crunches into the grand­ 
stand, ripping up lumber, siding and 
padded horses. Apparently at one fight 
in Madrid last y ear, the stumbling little 
steers were so pathetic that rabid fans 
booed the matadors and turned their back 
on the performance. That is at least a 
start. 


The article in Holiday takes all the 
glamor, my stique and religiosity of bull­ 
fighting out of the “ ole” foolishness and 
shows y ou the horror and sadism that 
passes for sport. What J acqueline Onas* 
sis calls “ a beautiful spectacle.” and 
Hemenway “ a ballet of death.” we have 
to identify as inhuman to man and beast, 
a corruption of life and living. 


Amory has read a shelf full of books 
on bullfighting but it was from a journal 
by Captain Basil Hall Í18 24) that the 
Spanish strategy in Latin America was 


revealed. A resident of Chile told Hall 
the effects of animal cruelty on the popu­ 
lace: 
“ The Spaniards had sy stematically 
sought by these cruel shows and other 
similar means, to degrade the taste of 
their colonies and thereby more easily 
ty rannize the inhabitants. The people, 
first rendered utterly insensible to the 
feelings of others by constant familiarity 
with cruelty and injustice to animals, 
soon became indifferent to the wrongs of 
their country and lost, in the end. all 
motive to generous ex ertion in them­ 
selves.” 
The political and social dividends of 
bullfighting are ex ceeded only by the 
religious folkway s in a sickening display 
of theological nonsense. Say s Amory : 
“ Not only are bullfights held on feast 
day s, but no small part of the nomen­ 
clature of bullfighting comes from re­ 
ligion. The bullfight begins, for ex ample, 
with the band play ing the Spanish quick­ 
step march named for the patron saint 
of all bullfighting. La Virgin de la Maca­ 
rena. The veronica pass, for another ex ­ 
ample. is named after St. Veronica, who 
wiped the face of our Lord. The ex plana­ 
tion invariably given is that the saint is 
alway s represented holding the cloth by 
the two corners in the same manner the 
bullfighter holds the cape for the start 
of the veronica.” 
And. of course, we have all seen those 
hushed scenes in the movies where the 
y oung matador kneels before the altar, 
ready to emerge into the arena and prove 
his valor by slaughtering another beast 
and tossing his ears to a deserving fan. 
When y ou return from Spain, don’t tell 
people about the bullfights; y ou will only 
be revealing a subhuman streak in y our 
own soul. I'm pray ing that the bulls will 
be getting tourists with a conscience.

“ Its q u iet p o p u larity , to gether 
with the v ested in terests o f 
lawy ers an d in su ran ce co m­ 
p an ies who liv e by the sy s­ 
tem, makes it v irtu ally Im­ 
mu n e fro m attack o r rep lace­ 
men t.
